The claimants are descendants 
of Sir John Rark stead. 17th Cen­ 
tu ry Governor of the Tower of 
London, who is said to have bu ried 
his fortu ne in gold in the Tower 
precincts when h<* was forced to 
flee Fmgland in lfi« 0. 
If the treasu re is not fou nd, the 
Ministry of Work s will catch the 
devil 
from 
British 
sp« >leu ldgists 
(cave explorers» . A clu tch of these 
cave men gather daily at the site 
of the trea.su re “dig” to criticize 
the methods employed by the min­ 
istry’s archeologi.sts. 
Among them is Charles Qu ar- 
rell, Britain’s No. 1 speleologist, 


who wears hrown cordu roys, 
blu e du ffle coat and beret. 
"Ju st look at them,” Qu arrel! 
sniffs scornfu lly “They’re digging 
with a sfKKin, They’re more inter- 
estea in finding the remains of a 
R<» man wall than they are in u n­ 
covering the Rark stead treasu re.” 
A great favorite of Oliver Crom­ 
well, Rark stead u sed his position 
as Tower Governor to extort money 
from the royalist prboners in his 
charge, earning for himself the 
title, “Pimp of Tyranny,“ 
With the re.storalion of Charles 
11 in Ifitio, Rark stead fled to Hol­ 
land, where he was captu red by 
two royalist agents and smu ggled 
back to England He wa.s hanged 
at Tybu rn prison fiefore anyone 
had time to learn the location of 
hi.s wealth. His head was placed 
on a pik estaff and pu blicly ex­ 
hibited 
Samu el Fepys, the famou s di­ 
arist, made .several fu tile searches 
for Rark .stead’s hoard, acting on 
intormation from Rark stead's niis- 
stress. The mistress, di.sgu ised as 
a man, was actu ally smu ggled into 
the Tower grou nds to designate the 


a .spot whert the treasu re was hidden, 
a cellar below the Bell Tower. 
The site of the pre.sent “dig” 
IS an area fou r by six feet in the 
Ixiiler room floor, where an elec­ 
tronics detector indicates the pres­ 
ence of non-ferrou s metal objects.

It may he necessary to dig down 
a.s far as 20 feet, as the floor level 
has been raised that mu ch since 
the Tower was bu ilt. 
The work is slow, as every inch 
of Tower soil is preciou s, from an 
archeological viewpfjint, and Min­ 
istry of Work s officials are hoping 
that their excavations may u ncover 
the ru ins of a Roman wall. 
If the present site fails to yield 
the Rark stead treasu re, archeolo- 
gists will dig lieneaUi the Bell 
Tower, which once had as its in­ 
volu ntary gu ests Hir Thomas Moore 
and Elizat>eth I, when she was a 
you ng princess. 
Withou t clu es, finding anything 
lost in the Tower of I..ondon wou ld 
be a haystack search for a needle. 
Su rrou nded by a dry moat, the 
Tower grou nds cover 18 acres. In­ 
ner and ou ter walls are stu dded^ 
with massive bastions and towers 
of variou s sizes and architectu ral 
periods. 
In its time, the Tower has served 
as fortress, prison and palace. It 
has hou sed a royal menagerie, mint 
and observatory 
It has been a 
place of execu tion, and of hair­ 
breadth escapes 
The Tower of Ixindon has hou sed 
prLsoners as late as World War 
II, Ru dolf Hes.s, Hitler’s depu ty, 
being detained there for 
a few 
days in 1941. 
Most popu lar with foreign visi­ 
tors are the display of Crown 
Jewels and the Yeoman Warders, 
or “B<‘efeaters,” in their bright 
red costu mes, who serve a.s gu ides. 
And then there are the ravens 
Fat and glo.ssy on an official daily 
food ration, these birds have hop­ 
ped and croak ed on the Tower 
greens for centu ries. Shou ld they 
ever leave, according to a predic­ 
tion credited to Charles II, Eng­ 
land wou ld b<* conqu ered.
